OW that Laura La Plante has 

entrenched herself so firmly 
in the public mind as one of the 
screen’s foremost comediennes, she 
is eclipsing even those comedies 
which inspired this reputation.

There is plenty of that good old 
slapstick in which she peculiarly 
excels, and situations that are sure- 
fire laugh-provokers.

Correct the diet so that digestion ig nor- 
mal, so that there is a complete freedom 
from gaseous fermentation, so that the blood 
stream absorbs nothing but the purest and 
finest of the natural vegetables, fruits, the 
whole grained cereals, nuts and a few of 
the dairy products. 

Get the bowels to move three and four 
times per day as they should, so that in- 
take and outgo are equalized. 

Open the pores of the skin by adequate 
exercise and sufficient perspiration. 

Learn proper breathing so that the lungs 
may discharge their full quota of toxic poi- 
sons. 

In short, “de-toxicate” as much as the 
house-cleaning department of the body will 
permit.

Milk or Water Diet and High Blood 
Pressure 
Q.: Is the milk diet of the water fast 


better for high blood pressure? Also for 


indigestion or acidosis? . 

A.: Both the 'milk and water diet have 
been used very effectively in the treatment 
of the ailments mentioned above. 


Acidosis, indigestion or high blood pres- 
sure is not so much due to a deficiency of 
water or milk as it is to the indulgence of 
the foods which are responsible for the 
presence of these diseases. 

The great value of the milk diet and the 
water fast lies in the ability of the body to 
Cisengorge its morbid waste material when 
more fvod is not placed in the body. 

In any of these diseases it is most advis- 
able to start with the water fast.. Then 
when the body has been given an oppor- 
tunity to discharge much of its toxic waste, 
the milk diet may be used as a splendid 
aGjanct to the temporary fast. One can live 
on milk for weeks and weeks at a.time, suf- 
fering little inconvenience—seldom loss of 
weight and comparatively little loss of 
strength. 

Milk is a fairly compicte food in itself, 
yet devoid of the intoxicating qualities 
found in the typical American diet. 

At present there are milk sanatoriums 
doing highly effective work in the cure of 
high blood pressure and other diseases. 
Their treatment consists of complete rest 
and quiet in bed and a diet solely of milk. 

The merits of such a regime, of course, 
lie in the cessation of the habits of diet 
and hygiene which_have been responsible 
for the presence of the disease. 

Give Nature but half an opportunity and 
she will restore the body to normality. 

Bott the milk diet and the water fast 
are well worth a trial in the treatment of 
any of these diseases.

Hot applications 
will frequently give temporary relief. Deep, 
vigorous massage will also be of great as- 
sistance. Frequently the removal of the 
irritant acids in the bloodstream, relieving 
nerve irritation, will effect a cure. 

Summing up, a frugal diet, the temporary 
use of warm hydrotherapy, deep massage 
of the muscles, removal of the spinal pres- 
stire, conservation of nerve forces, free ac 
tivity of the bowels, reduction of the ab- 
dominal load, and intelligent exercise, will 
do more toward correcting lumbago than 
all the mustard plasters and medicinal 


agents combined. 


Apropos the Fast 
There are a namber of questions inevit- 
ably asked by those who contemplate a fast. 
Being an unorthodox means of health acqui- 
sition, the technique of the fast is often lit- 
tle known. Consequently, I shall endeavor 


to again present a few of the pertinent 
angles in the of the fast. 
Question: t preparation should one 


make for a fast? 

Answer: None, except mental relaxation, 
the knowledge that the fast will do good, 
that there is nothing to fear from it and 
that food is not the immediate, indispen- 
sable wherewithal of existence. 

Q.: How much water shonkd be con- 


sumed during the fast? 


A.: No more than the thirst requires un- 
less special pathological conditions are 
present and it is so indicated by the doctor 


A.: If the fast is for digestive purposes, 
enemas are almost invariably advisable. As 
a rule, start with two enemas of two quarts 
each the first day, one enema of two quarts 
the second day, one enema of one quart the 
third day, and thereafter as long as the 
fast continues, one enema of one quart 
every forty-eight hours. There are excep- 
tions to this general principle, however, de- 
pending on the individual equation. 

Q.: What should the daily activity be 


; during the fast? 


A.: _Genreally there need be no deviation 
from the normal conduct of daily pursuits. 
Strenuous labors, mental and nervous 
straifiis, however, should be avoided. It is 


- advisable to stay at home instead of going 


on long auto drives and toe confine physical 
activity to walking, perhaps to some light 
gardening, and to a sport of a mild variety. 
Just as important as activity, however, dur- 
ing the fast, is relaxation, which should al- 
ways follow activity. 

Q.: Is an absolute water-only fast advis- 
able? 

A.: Thgt depends on the reason for the 
fast. Many times one can get just as good 
results from what is known as the fruit- 
jutce fast—liluted orange juice, prune juice, 
tomato juice, or, in fact, any other freshly 
extracted fruit juice. The fruit juice fast 
has the advantage that it generally does 
not leave the patient so weak and exhausted 
as the absolute, water-only fast. 


Q.: What. are the Indications for break-. 


ing a fast? | 

A.: It has accomplished its - purpose 
when the tongue is cleared up, when the 
breath is sweet and when the symptoms of 
disease disappear. The fast should ‘be 
stopped when there are indications of ex-

Q.: What te the most advisable method 
of concluding a fast? 

A.: There are many techniques. The fa- 
vorite one is to start with very greatly di- 
luted fruit juice, gradually increasing its 


strength. For lustance, start with one-fifth 


of a tumbler of orange juice and four-fifths 
water; two hours later, two-fifths orange 
juice and three-fifths water; two hours lat- 
er, three-fifths orange juice and two fifths 
water, and so on until one takes the fruit 
juice straight. Follow this later by the 
fruits in their natural state, then by some 
cooked vegetables and then - regular 
dietetic program, 

Q.: Is the fast a valuable curative agent? 

A.: When all theortes have been brought 
down to bedrock, the fast is Nature’s most

tolerance. Or was it that they too, as well 
as influential members of the upper class, 
longed for peace? Indeed, in the year 421, 
Nicias, leader of that aristocratic party of 
which Aristophanes was u voice, persuaded 
Athens and Sparta to sign a treaty pledg- 
ing themselves to mutual peace for fifty 
years. But in 418 B.C. Alcibiades defeated 
him in a contest for the office of strategos, 
and plunged Athens into war with Sparta 


again. 
Aristophanes and Socrates 

Behind the disintegration of Athenian 
public life, Aristophanes believed, lay two 
insidious evils, democracy and irreligion. 
Like Socrates and Nietzsche he would have 
defined democracy as disbelief in great men; 
and like them he could see nothing in the 
“sovereignty of the people” except the 
sovereignty of politicians. But though he 
had a secret regard for Socrates, he was 
convinced that the religious heresies of the 
great Gad-fly lad helped to loosen those 
moral bonds which had once made for indi- 
vidual character and nationa) loyalty. He 
Hked to sit in the Socratic company (as in 
Plato's Symposium,) and exchange merry 
jJests with the old master of debate: but at 
the same time he made uproarious fun of 
the new philosophy, of its hair-splitting 
logic and nebulous metaphysics, in a play 
whieh Socrates himself enjoyed—The 
Clouds (423 B.C.) 

As the play opens we find an old- 
fashioned gentleman by the name of Strepsi- 
ades, who is looking for “a new way of pay- 
ing old debts,”"—ie., a way of not paying 
them ac all. He ts delighted to hear that 
Socrates operates a Thinking Shop where 
one may learn to prove that. anything is 
right even if it is wrong. So he goes to 
this “School of Very Hard Thinkers.” In 
the middle of the classroom he sees Socra 
tes suspended from the ceiling In a basket, 
engrossed in thought; and some of the stu 
dents bending down with noses to the 
ground. 

In another scene we have the son of 
Strepsiades, Phidippides, meeting, in per- 
sonification, Just Argument and Unjyst Ar 
gument. Just Argument telle him to be like 
the men of Marathon; Unjust Argument 
preaches Nietzsche to him. What geod, he 
argues, have men ever gained by justice, 
or virtue, or moderation? For one honest 


successful and respected man he can name 


ten dishonest successful and respected men. 
Take for example the gods, who stole, lied, 


murdered and committed adultery on the 


“Well—from the blackguards.”” 

“Surely. Tell me, agein, what are our 
tragic poets?” 

“Blackguards.” 

“And now look around.” (Turning 
pointing to the audience,) “which class 
among our friends here seems the most nu- 
merous . . .?” 

Just Argument gravely examines the av- 
dience. 

“The blackguards have it,” he admits, 
“by a large majority. There's one, I know 
—and yonder there's another—and there, 
again, that fellow with the long hair.” 

Phidippides is so apt a pupil of Unjust 
Argument that he beats his father, on the 
mere ground that, he (Phidippides) enjoys 
it, and ig strong enough to do it; and be- 
sides, he asks, 

“Did you notebeat me when I was a boy?” 

“I did.” says his father, “through good 
will and concern for you. 

“Very well,” answer Phidippes; “I feel-the

Aristophanes and Euripides 


asking questions. He despised the new- 
fangled skepticism of the Sophists, the so- 
c‘alism that was beginning. te appear among 
the slave, and the individualism that was 
wrecking Athens under the leadership and 
example of Alcibiades; above all he scorned 
the alternate misogyny and feminism, the 
sentimentality and rhetoric, of Euripides. 
This man he set out to destroy. 


He began with = play called “The Thes- 


morphoriazusae”. (411 from the 
women who annually assembled at Athens 
to celebrate the Thesmorphia—a feast of 
Ceres and Proserpine. They discussed the 
latest diatribe of Euripides against their 
sex, and plan revenge. Buripides gets wind 
of the proceedings, and persuades his uncle 
Mnesilochus to dress as a woman and enter 
the meeting to defend him. 

A woman complains that Euripides has 
deprived her of a living: she had made 
wreaths for the temples, but since Euripi- 
des had shown that there were no gods, the 
temple business had gone to pieces. Mnesi- 
lochus, rising to the defense, pursues an 
unexpected line of argument: Euripides 
should be let off because, first, his worst 
sayings about women are palpably, visibly, 
and audibly true, and because, again, the 
charges are mild compared to what women 
themselves know to be the truth. 

The ladies suspect .(though here Aristo- 
phanes shows an imperfect knowledge of 
the sex) that this traducer of womanhood 
cannot be a woman; they tear his disguise 
from the face of Mnesilochus, and he saves 
himself from being scratched to death only 
by snatching a babe from a woman's arms 
and threatening to cut its throat if they 
touch him. As the women nevertheless at- 


tack him, he unclothes the child, and finds 
that it is a wine-skin disguised as an infant 
to escape the revenue officer. He proposes 


their efforts to remove the disabilities that 
limited all honorable women in ancient 
Greece, and for playing so persistently with 
those communist utopias that were so prev- 
alent in the last year of the war, as they 
were in our own magnificent holocaust. 

In a middling play called “The Ecclesia- 
zusae” (393 B.C., Le., “The Alderwomen,”) 
a clever suffragette, Praxagora, berates her 
female friends as fools for letting them- 
selves be ruled by such dolts as men. She 
practices a fiery speech, arranges a meeting, 
and proposes law nationalizing everything 
but toil. 

But she concludes with a careful excep- 
tion: “all labor and toil to your slaves you 
will leave.” 

In the famous comedy of “The Birds” 
(414 B.C.) the attack on Utopia continues. 
Two citizens who despair of Athens climb 
thetr way to the abode of the birds, hoping 
there to discover the finest way of life. 
With the help of the birds they Duild a Uto- 
pian city, Nephelococcygia—Cloud-Cuckoo- 
Town—the great bird-city. 

All sorts of unbidden guests try to get fn, 
poets, priests, soothsayers, geometricians, 
lawyers, and sycophants; but they are 
driven out. New gods are invented in the 
image of the birds, and those made in the 
image of man are deposed. “No poet, not 
even Shelley,” says Symonds, “has exceeded 
the choruses of “The Birds” and “The 
Clouds” in swiftness, radiance, and con- 
densed imagination. Shakespeare alone in 
his “Midsummer Night's Dream” and “The 
Tempest.” or Calderon in some of his alle- 
gorical dramas, carries us away into some 
enchanted land, where the air is purer and 
the skies are largr than in our world, 
where the stars are close above our 
im the meadow-grass beneath our feet.” 

But in the end Aristophands dreams of a 
Utopia himself. There was one thing that 
he hated far more than Socrates and Euri- 
pides; it was those middle classes which 
had undone the old aristocratic rule of

Who swells the navy estimates but 
Why are bad novels written but for 
you! . . . And Lais loves that lout— 
and all for you! . . Of all things 
comes satiety: we tire of love, of loaves, of 
music, sweetmeats, of honor, cheesecakes, 
bravery, dried figs, ambition, biscuits, high 
command, pea soup; of you alone is no 
man filled too full.” . 

The only trouble is that Plutus is blind, 
and Chremylus proposes to have him go to 
the temple of Aesculapius and have his 
eyesight restored. Plutus goes, and comes 
back with eyesight clear, resolved now to 
make only @onest men rich. In a trice all 
things are changed, and Utopia begins to 
march out upon the stage. People now 
prosper through decency better than 
through theft, and in a short time all Athens 
is crowded with virtue. Strange to say, the 
temples are deserted, and Mercury comes 
to Chremylus to complain that nobody pays 
any attention to the gods any more. 
Chremylus advises him to quit the service 
of Jupiter, and join the staff of Plutus. 
Finally the priests themselves desert the 
temple and ask for honest work; and all 
ends in a chorus of praise of the new and 
happy world that hag come with the reign 
of Plutus. of the Clear Eyes. 


We may not find here much positive 
philosophy, and perhaps we have no right 
to expect it of Aristophanes. His task was 
different; like Voltaire he came to clear the 
air, to attack the shams of sophistry and 
politics, the ugliness of plutocracy, the greed 
of imperialism and the brutality of War. 
He did it magnificently, so well tuat even 
today, across 2000 years, his blows teach 
and sting. It would have been better for 
Lim to side with Socrates and Euripides, 
and seek a solution forward, rather than an 
alliance of aristocrats and peasantry. But 
he did what he could—he annihilated with 
laughter.

fgg year 482 B.C. Athens and Sparte 
Plunged into that bitter Peloponnesian 
War which is the ancient analogue of the 
recent struggle between England and Ger 
many. For thirty years this strife of Cain 
and Abel continued, ravaging Athens with 
siege and plague, and draining the 
blood of Sparta. When peace came at 
all Greoce was ripe for Alexander's 
quest. 

Strange to say, it was the policy of 
Pericles that brought on the war. The 
Imperial tyranny of Athens over her “Ab 
lies,” her sequestration (as they considered 
it) of the Confederacy’s funds, her repeated 
interference with their autonomy, her col- 
lection of the Delian tribute by force, her 
demand that all disputes within the League 
should be tried before Athenian juries, had 
roused against her a smouldering anger that 
watched resentfully for vengeance. 


Secretly, some members of the Confed- 
eracy approached Sparta, and inquired un- 
der what conditions they might be admitted 
to her rival alliafice, tne Peloponnesian 
League. Sparta leaped at the chance, and 
Offered them liberal terms; here was her 
Opportunity to put an end to the mercantile 
supremacy of Athens. “The real cause of 
the Peloponnesian War,” says Thucydides, 
“was formally kept out of sight—the growth 
of.the power of Athens, and the alarm 
which this inspired in Sparta.” Corinth 
and Syracuse were brought into the Pelo 
ponnesian League, and Corcyra was induced 
to cast in her lot with Athens. One by one 
the states of Greece took arms, and ranged 
themselves in hostile camps. The Great 
War of the ancient world was on. 


It dragged along with interruptions, for. 


miore than a generation. Almost at the be- 
ginning, because refugees flocked to Athens 
and found inadequate lodging there, plague 
broke out in the capital, and took victims 
by the thousand. Pericles lost a son to it, 
and then, weakened with grief and his

ciety. The excited Ecclesia decreed, and 
carried out, the execution of six generals 
(including a son of Pericles,) because, 
though they had won a naval victory at 
Arginusae, they had failed, in the storm 
that followed, to rescue Athesian survivors 
elinging to the wreckage of their ships. We 
have seen its quick brutality and vacillating 
repeal of its decrees, in the matter of Mity- 
lene; and we have heard the Athenian 
threat to Melos when ‘he island proved 
loath to enter the war. Even the new lead- 
er of the democratic party, Cleon, saw the 
conclusion: “A democracy,” he said, “is 
incapable of empire;” “It ceases where 
empire begins.” The great experiment bf 
popular rule in Athens went to pieces 
through lack of discipline within and excess 
of discipline without. 

And now, instead of céntinufng these de- 
tails of victories and defeats, of armies and 
navies, of soldiers and generals and poll- 
ticians, let us see the war from the view- 
point of the people, in the plays of Aristo- 
phanes, 

Aristophanes and the Comic Drama 

It is an unusual phenomenon that a comic 
poet should last so well. Comedies die 
gooner in the dlighting winds of time than 
tragedies; partly because they are less ele- 
mental and prefgund, largely because their 


humor is bound up in obscure allusions to: 


local and contemporary things. But even 
to this day, despite the difficulty of trans- 
lating wit and historical context from one 
idiom into another, Aristophanes is alive, 
and we can read him with profane delight. 
He has given an adjective to every lan- 
guage, and Heine could not die without 
mentioning his name. : 

If we read him we must be prepared for 
riotous courseness and obscenity. He does 
not hesitate to show Blepyrus in the throes 
of intestinal congestion, and he scatters 
amonr his lines such Rabelaisian quips as 
must vé regretfully excluded from these 
chaste pages. But such was the custom of 
the day. The comic drama, as we have 
said, grew out of Phallic festivals, celebrat- 
ing Bacchus in vintage and harvest sea- 
son; the spirit of fertility was worshipped 
without restraint and when the comic 
drama spoke, a moratorium was placed on 
morality. 

What makes this burlesque forgivable is 
fits rich and endless humor, the crackling 
play of Aristophane’s irony and wit; be- 
side him Moliere is a gloomy tragedian. We

to maintain the drama and permit a ruthless 
critic to ridicule its own stupidity. Never 
was thought so quick, never was life so full 
and strong, as in those terrible and chaotic 
days when Aristophanes laughed. 
We know hardly anything of his life. He 
was born about 448 B.C., apparently of for- 
eign. origin; for Cleon, in revenge for the 
lashing which the comedies gave him, lad 
Arisophanes indicted for forging papers of 
Athenian citizenship. The é¢ramatist lived 
in no ivory tower, he was intensely alive 
to the events and ideas of his day, and in 
his writings every interest of his time 
found honorable or dishonerable mention. 


As religion and the stories of gods and 
heroes offered the subjects of tragedy, 80 
politics and the doings of public men pro- 
vide the material of the comic drama, Lack- 
ing newspapers, Athens had oratory and 
comedy; the oratory served as the editorials, 
the comedy aé cartoons. For Aristophanes 
was a politician ag well as a dramatist; 
each of his comedies was a political pam- 
phiet, a round in his long duel with the 
leaders of the popular party at Athens. In 
form his plays are as low as burlesque; in 
purpose they are as high as the noblest of 
Euripides. He was a fighter first and a 
dramatist afterward.

And yet his great pasion was for peace.’ 
Conceive 9 modern playright, at the top of 
lis profession using the stage in play after 
play to denounce a great war in the midat 
af that war, ridiculing without stint the 
popular leader of the military party, and at- 
tacking without fear all the forces impeding 
peace.

The protagonist of The Acharnians is the 
farmer Dicaepolis (“City of Justice,”) who 
complains that his lands have been devas 
tated by war and is anxious to resume his 
pre-war industry of selling wine. Tired of 
waiting for the politicians to bring peace, 
he proposes to make a separate treaty with 
Sparta. “Well,” he says bravely, to a chorug 
of patriotic neighbors— 


“Well, the very Spartans even, I've my doubts 
and scruples whether

treason to our faces, to suppose that we 
spare ye?” 


He agrees to die if he cannot prove that 
Athens is as much to blame as Sparta. So

his head from his body. As the argument 
roceeds, the people of Acharnia divide 
to groups, one for killing him, aad 
for declaring him justified. The

Only resolute when wrong, the stubborn 
general sneered at the suggestion of using 
scouts, and alienated the Indian allies by 
his arrogance and contempt. What more 
simple than the defeat of a few hundred 
French and some beggarly savages, all that 
Marquis Duquesne had been able to send 
down from Canada? 

So dawned the soft, sunshiny morning of 
July 9, 1755. After three dawdling months, 
the scattered, straggling army was within 
ten miles of the fort that guarded the junc- 
tion of the Alleghany and Monongahela. 
Washington, racked with fever and barely 
able to back his horse, urged caution, warn- 
ing of a possible ambush, but was laughed 
at for his pains. 

Even as Braddock and his titled officers 
yawned in anticipation of an easy victory, 
a bedlam of war cries broke the peace of 
the forest, and from every thicket poured 
a fire that laid the British ranks in red 
windrows. Gallant Beaujeau, with two hun- 
dred French and seven hundred Indians, 
had set a trap and. Braddock was well 
caught. 

The colonials, falling flat, fought from 
tree and rock with cool valor, but the dazed 


regulars, huddled in platoons, were shot 


down ‘almost without resistance. Sir Peter 
Halkett and many another officer tell—a bul- 
let gave Braddock his death wound—panic 
spread and the British veterans, “flying 
like sheep before the hounds,” sent back 
aimless volleys that put the colonials be- 
tween two fires. 

Twice was Washington’s horse shot from 
under him—four bullets pierced his coat, 
but he kept retreat from turning into a mas 
sacre, and led a remnant from the bloody 
field. 

Four days later the young Virginian read 
the funeral service over ill-fated Braddock, 
making a grave in the open, road, that wag- 
on tracks might hide it from the savages. A 
British defeat but.an American victory, for 
that ghastly rout forever ended the super- 
stition that British redcoats were invincible. 

It is against this stirring background 
that we are introduced te Daniel Beone, a 
tremendous figure, ag important as pictur- 
esque. Usually dismigsed as a mere back- 
woodsman, he deserves to live in our hearts 
as the American Moses, for it was not un- 
til he blazed trailg through the wilderness 
that the peop'te of the New World thrilled to 
the realization of a continent all their own. 

Let it be remembered that, for a hundred 
and fifty years after Jamestown and Ply- 
mouth, the colonies remained essentially 
European, eyes on England and ears cocked 
to catch the whisper of kings. Even when 
the population had grown to a million, they 
huddied along the Atiantic seaboard like 
sheep in a pen, unwilling to leave the ocean 
that was their touch with the Old World. 

The “warrior path” of the froquis. deep 
and broad, ran from Albany to the Ohio, 
giving New England and New York direct 
access to the riches of the West, but nr 
white man followed it, all clinging to the 
sterile coast with the tenacity of limpets. 

Only when the story of Boone’s colorful 
exploits flew from settlement to settlement 
were the colonists moved to throw off the 
bondage of habit and shake free of old fears 
and ancient submissions. 

At every point im his adventurous iife, 
packed with danger, this moceasined path- 
finder is seen to have shaped great events

of a nation. It was not only that he lifted 
the souls of men above humility; had it not 
been for his courage and vision, the Revolu- 
tion might have ended with England laying 
claim to the whole trans-Alleghany region 
by right of undisturbed possession. 


After the Braddock disaster Boone went 
back to his home on the Yadkin, disgusted 
with British arrogance and incompetence. 


And still there was no peace. Inflamed 


lied tribes ravaged the western borders of 
Virginia and the Carolinas, driving the 
Scotch-Irish back to the coast. Again in 
1763, the flaming Pontiac led Senecas, Min- 
goes, Delawares, Shawnees, Miamis, Wyan- 
dottes and Ottawas against the white men, 
only Detroit and Fort Pitt withstanding the 
fury of the savages. 

Now indeed was expansion a word that 
rested on no man’s tongue. The brave 


and the various other trans-Alleghany 
grants became mere paper. New England 
colonies hugged the seacoast with renewed 
fervor; Albany and Fort Pitt were the out- 
posts of New York and Pennsylvania; Vir- 
ginia and the Carolinas had their fill.of pio- 
neering, and the colony left by Oglethorpe 
in Georgia lived timidly under the protec- 
tion of Indian treaties. 

Moreover, a royal proclamation estab- 
lished imperial control over all of the vast 
territories lying west of the Appalachian 
divide, exempting it from settlement and 
setting every charter right aside. 

Only Daniel Boone dared to dream. As 
a child he had helped his family cut a way 
from Pennsylvania to North Carolina, and 
om the wild banks of the Yadkin the woods 
and*streamg had been his books.

cross over and blaze trails that a people 
might follow. Born of Quaker stock, 
savage life of the woods led Boone 
that gentle faith, yet never did he 
kinship with the stars, the serene conViction 
that the Lord walked with him pointing the 
way for feet. 

While with Braddock he had made friends 
with one Finley, a trapper whose vagrant’ 
wanderings had carried him igto far places, 
and Kentucky became a name that held curi- 
ous fascination. 

Night after night Finley told of great 
forests swarming with every kind of game 
from buffalo to bear—a vast hunting ground 
held in common by the Shawnees, De!awares 
and Wyandottes of the north, and the 
Creeks, Cherokees and Choctaws of the 
South—and it was a vision that had never 
left the young woodsman. Kentucky! There 
was the Land of Promise where men could 
win free from thig odious business of truck- 
ling to a distant king. 

Many and various were Boone's early ad- 
ventures in pioneering. Crossing the moun- 
tains into those valleys where racing 
streams gather to form the Tennessee. 
Boone made the bolfi explorations that| 
pointed the way to future settlements by 
Robertson and Sevier. Another year he 
went south, traveling as far as Pensacola, 
and a later journey carried him across the 
whole of Tennessee to the banks of the Miss- 
issippi. But still Kentucky called. 

At last, resolving to maKe the attempt, he 
set out alone, ag was his habit, but the way 
was badly chosen and impenetrable cane 
brakes sent him beck to the Yadkin in deep 
discouragement. Soon after hisereturn, by 
a queer trick of chunce, gay, irresponsible 
Finley came to Boone's door with a ped- 
dier’s pack, and stayed lomg as a welcome 
guest.

wise and should be clearly defined. \ 


This relation as it now exists is complt- 
cated and difficult to define. It is the out- 
growth of unsystematized attempts to meet 
changing conditions by haphazard regula- 
tions and repressive laws passed without 
study or plan, and in its effect it is burning 
the house to get rid of the rats. 


The legitimate object of government is 
the betterment of the social condition of 
peoples; the object of industry is to supply 
their material wants—food, clothing, hous- 
ing, luxuries and the like. The natural 
functions of government and industry, while 
interdependent, are clearly distinctive in 
character. The former provides protection 
of life and property, the latter provides ma- 
terial requirements. History abundantly 
supports the contention that wherever the 
one invades the legitimate function of the 
other disaster follows sooner or later. 
Government must see to it that industry 
does not become unduly rapacious, but has 
due regard for the health and safety of the 
community. This duty is not of necessity 
punitive. Punishment may, in last analy- 
sis, follow, but only after all other means 
have been exhausted. 

No one will question but that the founda- 
tion stones of our national] structure were 
laid in the belief that the best government 
was that which gave equal rights to all its 
clitzens and after so doing left the utmost 
possible freedom to individual initiative, 
for only under such ‘freedom could the 
genius of the people find wholesome de- 
velopment, mental, mora! and national. No 
one will question but that the complicated 
development of modern civilization has 
made necessary government regulation and 
control in ways undreamed of when John 
‘Hancock affixed his famous signature to a 
- stil more famous document. But no one 
(certainly no one who believes in our prin- 
ciples of government) will contend that 
such regulation and contro] should go fur- 
ther than the needs of each case. This book 
is written to direct attention to the wrongs 
and injustices which such over-regulation 
works, continuance of which threatens the 
existence of our national life. 
Paternalism, Communism and Ind'vidualism 

All governments, with due solicitude for 
the welfare of the people, must regulate 
their affairs to some extent. It is specifi- 
cally “excessive regulation,” which is called 
“paternalism,” which is objected to by mod- 
ern authorities on account of its enervating 
in fluegce. 

The best development of the individual is 
dependent upon original effort for which an 
adequate reward is provided. No amount of

paternalism can replace this individual ef- 
fort; all accomplishment is due to it, both 
separately collectively. Responst- 
bility and promise of reward are pre 
eminently the factors which lead to effort. 
Paternalism eliminates the incentive and 
destroys that initative without which there 
is no progress. 

The German government, immediately 


prior to the World War, is a peculiar case. 


It was notably paternalistic in matters of 
education and political training of the peo- 
ple. There were many regulations of the 
details of life which appeared to us as un- 
warranted interferences with personal Ifb- 
erty. Yet most \remarkable strides were 
made In the manufactufing industries. This 
is accounted for by the fact that the gov- 
ernment, with the view of increasing na- 
tional wealth, exefted itself in every way vo 
advance industrial enterprise. It encour- 
aged and stimulated the efforts of the in- 
dustrial organizations, but did not itself 
enter the field. Even this apparent success 
has been doubted by many and there are 
authorities today who maintain that this 
overstimulation of German industry by the 
government presaged disaster and that the 
knowledge of this possible disaster was one 
of the moving forces producing the World 
War. Be that as it may, Germany's ma- 
terial advancement was not accomplished 
by the adoption of socialism or communism. 

Man under stress of disappointméi?t quite 
naturally seeks a different philosophy, a 
changed form of government. In this fact 
we find an explanation of the frequently 
encountered sentiment for paternalism in 
government. When drought destroys his 
crops; when overproduction or foreign cém- 
petition cuts down the market price of his

desires. To be sure the socialists and com- 
munists claim to meet this by impartiality 
and opposition to special privilege; but 
when they attempt to regulate wages and 
prices the result is a dreary level of inef- 
ficiency. 

Under a paternal form of government, 
oth industrial and agricultural production 
will fall to low ebb because the reward for 
labor expended is lacking, and without re- 
ward mankind refuses to work. 


Communism has been tersely and truth- 
fully defined as “A common store of wealth 
to be drawn upon, not in accordance with 
services rendered, but in response to a hu 
man right to sustenance”; socialism as “the 
collective appropriation of the soil. and all 
of the instruments of production, transpor- 
tation and distribution.” Socialism, the out- 
growth of European unrest, has heretofore 
made but little headway in the United 
States. That it should still be in evidence 
in Burope after the disastrous experiments 
of the last few years seems almost incon- 
ceivable. That there should still be in the 
United States some who advocate this doc- 
trine in the light of European experience 
would seem unbelievable were it not for 
their continued outcry. 


Under the regime of communistic social- 


ism, the agriculturist will produce only to. 


meet his own needs, the industrialist to 
meet his, and each will suffer for the want 
of the products of the other. Carried to its 
ultimate analysis, the result would be that 
the fabric of modern commerce, built upon 
the increasing wants of mankind, must col- 
lapse and we should return to a condition 
analogous to that of the North American 
Indian or the pastoral tribes that in past 
centuries wandered over the Russian

to his government for paternal assistance, 
forgetting that government is no wiser than 
the individuals in private life and that it 
cannot successfully legislate against the 
operation of economic law. It is the same 
with the class which considors itself en- 
titled to special privilege; with the 
visionary theorist who attempts to 
bring about the millennium over- ' 
night; with the lazy citizen who de- 
sires to live without work. They all | 
turn to paternalism regardless of 
the ultimate consequences to their 
fellowmen, in the hope that through 
paternalism they may achieve their

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Paternalism, as here considered, does not 
include those activities of government that 
have to do with the protection of the peo- 
ple, with the reestablishing of violated 
rights, with the promotion of public wel- 
fare through wise legislation or with the 
abatement of obvious public evil. Such ac- 
tivities, distinctly the function of 
government, are outside the pale of 
industrial effort and must of neces- 
sity be controlled and directed by 
government.

to legislation concerning economic affairs,

cordingly by law.

Law of Caius Gracchus, provided for the

for the unemployed. If one politician won 


popularity by giving coin to the electors, . 


another felt it incumbent upon him to sup 
ply amusements. Presents of money and 
clothing were common, and the giving of 
games at the expense of the state was of 
almost daily occurrence... Laws were passed 
fixing the’ price of meals, restricting the 
number of guests that might be entertained, 
and penalties were imposed in the event the 
cost .of entertainment exceeded a stated 
sum. All such artificial attempts to over- 
ride economic law failed. 

The culmination:-of this paternalism was 
the Edict of Diocletian in 301 A.D., which 
attempted to fix the price, not only for all 
commodities, but for service as well. Dio 
cletian failed; his paternalistic efforts were 
barren of useful effort. His scale of fixed 
pricés is one of the greatest curiosities that 
has come down to us from ancient times. 


By such legislation as this the spirit of 
independence, enterprise and individual ef 


fort was paralyzed. More and more the” 


people came to rely upon the government 
and less and less upon their own effort. 


In the later Empire increasing efforts at 


paternalism went hand in band with po 
litical and economic decline. Debasing and 


general meddiing with the currency strikes ~ 


at the very roots of industrial prosperity, 
in that the medium of exchange becomes 
unstable. Activities of this kind in the 
later years of the Empire were of frequent 
cccurrence. Our own “Greenback Move 
ment,” “Free Silver” campaign, the recent 
outcry against postwar deflation, are mod- 
ern examples of these ancient and unsound 
economic tendencies, while the fate that has 
befalien the German mark and the Russian 
ruble is an unforgettable demonstration of 
this truth to every thinking mind.

Hall’s Honeysuckle, a vine which, 
it seems, will grow in any possible situation 
and in any clime, would obliterate the lines 
of a building, as it forms a thick, close mass. 
A climbing rose, on the other hand, though 
it will completely cover a roof, can yet be 
grown on a trellis, up the side of a house, 
around windows, over doorways and arches, 
so that, although in very gorgeous and abun- 
dant bloom, it does not form the confused 
mass to which the honeysuckle inclines. 


Climbing roses, it should be remembered, 
have a Jack-and-the-Beanstalk tendency. 
They climb high and, reaching pergola or 
house roof, like there to spread out, sunning 
their blossoms in the gorgeous California 
sunshine. Therefore, the gardener who en- 
joys seeing his roses must remember this 
habit. When the house has two stories, and 
one may look from an upper window on a 
balcony or piazza roof which is a mass of 
lovely bloom, it is a vivid delight, but for a

As to those vines which are able to clothe 
the wall with a close-fitting garment of 
green, there is the Fig Vine—ficus repens— 
which, with its small heart-shaped leaves, 
makes a close, dense mat of green. This is 
very hardy and thrives anywhere. Bignonia 
tweediana can cling to any surface, making 
a close covering of foliage, while the slender 
sprays of gbiden flowers make it a mass of 
sunshine when in bloom. This Bignonia 
does especially well in Imperial Valley and 
Arizona. Ampelopsis Veitchii, the Boston 
ivy (or Japanese ivy), is another close-fitting 
vine. This is excellent for relieving the 
gray stone walis of a church or public 
building. 

Among the vines which do well in the 
shade are the Harberbergias comptonia, 
which bears, in the winter, long racemes of 
pea-like flowers of a deep violet. It is a 
twining vine. H. monophylla has larger 


foliage, and is a half-climbing shrub, like © 


the plumbago and some of the lantanas, and 
its flowers are a deep, gentian blue. It also 
likes the shade. So does the English ivy, 
and that doughty veteran, Hall’s honey- 
suckle, though the latter also likes sunshine.

in the Colorado River area than any new 


agricultural undertaking in a long time. . 


Added interest has been given the venture 
becamme thé crop was planted on lands 
of rather low productivity where soil-build- 
ing was & paramount consideration. 

Claims had been made that rice would 
reclaim much peor land even though the 
crop might not be a financially brilliant 
success in itself. And so, with really a two- 
fold possibility, the venture has been 
closely watched. 

Happily, rice seems to have justified it- 
self. Im 1926, when experiments béar;’ 
yields were light because seeding was light. 
Last year, with heavier seeding, crops 
were better. Moreover, it seems to have 
been established that rice will build up 


- the land on which it was tried. For exam- 


ple, one exceedingly bad plot on which the 
commonest seeds had refused to sprout, 
Was put into rice in. early trials. It 
gave a light yield, but burr clover grew on 
the place during the winter months. Last

This is the side of rice culture printed 
in largest letters and justly most empha- 
sized, but the yield itself is not to be 
“sneezed at.” Some disappointment has 
been felt over the 1927 harvest because 
grain was badly lodged by an early and 
unexpected rain. Raing in Imperial Valley 
early enough to hurt rice are rather un- 
usual, but last year, when rice was con- 
spicuously on test, the unexpected hap- 
pened and the rice yield suffered as a con- 
sequence. The heads of rice when we'l 
filled are very heavy and the stems can 
just sustain them. With the impact of 
rain, lodging is bad and much of the grain 
is thus not picked up. Other conditions 


‘brought the average yield down well below 


twenty sacks, though enthusiastic advance 
predictions were for a much higher output. 
The best plots, however, are said to have 
gone as high as thirty-five sacks. 

This will not, deter those who are in 
earnest about soil building from planting 
again this year, for the lands best suited 
to rice culture are the very ones which 
need improvement most.

Notable Record Made by Producers of 
State’s “Biggest Little County” 


By HAROLD & WAHLBERG, Farm Adviser, Orange County 


VER $43,000,000 was added to Orange 

county’s wealth as a result of its 

1927 crop production. The returns 
from oranges and walnuts were the largest 
in the county’s History—result of a hap 
py combination of heavy production and 
satisfactory prices. The prices, it should 
be added, however, afford another demon- 
stration of the effectiveness of farm co-oper- 
ation, for 1927 would undoubtedly have 
netted the grower red ink instead of a sat- 
isfactory income had co-operative market- 
ing not wisely directed the movement of 
the big crops in orderly fashion. 

“Over 6,000,000 boxes of oranges were 
packed and shipped from the county, put- 
ting Orange in the lead in California cit- 
rus production. The returns for the gold- 
en fruit reached almost $27,000,000. Lem- 
ons added another $2,260,000 to the total. 

The Orange county walnut overdid it- 
self last year with an 11,000-ton crop, as 
compared with an average of 6610 tons for 
the past five years, Even this perform- 
ance might have been bettered but for the 
decrease, in..walnut: acreage of some 480 


acres during the year, the acreage of 1927 
having been 13,727 as compared with 14,- 
198 in 1926. When the walnut money 
all-paid. the growers will. have received 
about $4,000,000 for their 1927 crop. 

Third in the list in point of agricultural 
income ts the lima bean. Although the 
markets are comparatively quiet, the 30,- 
000 acres planted last year will probably 
return to the county an f. o. b. value of 
$2,500,000. Orange is the second county in 
the production of lima beans in the State, 
Ventura being first. 


'DAIRYING RANKS HIGH 


Next in line in returns for the year came 
dairy products, the value of butter fat and 
raw milk amounting to $1,750,000 dollars, 
the produce of 7500 cows. Orange coun- 
ty’s proximity to Los Angeles provided a 
close market for milk. High land costs, 
however, tend to restrict the development 
of this valuable industry, although the 
dairy i an asset in a double sense. it

dered along contour lines, and disked and 
smoothed, the seed ig broadcast on the 
dry ground. From 100 to 126 pounds to 
the acre were sown last year. The grain 
is flooded for two or three days, the w.- 
ter ig drained off, and the rice is allowe: 
to grow until it is some three inches high. 
Then the water is turned on once more 
and the entire field kept under water for 
about 110 days. 

When the heads have filled the water ia 
turned off, but the draining must be & 
slow process to allow the plants gradually 
to settle down, and the silt with them. 
The stalks at best are to have before them 
all they can do in the way of supporting 
heads, and a careful drainage aids them 
in adjusting mselves to this task. When 
carried out and 
the drying of the soil is complete, each 
plant will have enough soil about its roots 
to keep it erect. 

Usually, in three weeks after draining 
the land will be dry enough to get on with 
a binder, In Imperial Valley ail rice has 
been harvested in this manner. A grain 
binder is used to cut and tie the stalks and 
after the bundles have been given four or 
five days to dry, they are placed in shocks. 
In another ten days the grain’'is ready for 
threshing. It is then hauled with teams to 
a stationary separator. Binding costs from 
$4 to $6 an acre and threshing about 29 
cents.a sack. Burlap grain.sacks are used 
as containers for rice and each sack 
weighs when filled about 100 pounds. 

In the Yuma Valley, where rice was al- 


go given a trial last year, regular com- 


bines were used to harvest the crop. 
SOME LESSONS LEARNED * 
Several important facts have been e> 


tablished by the two years’ venture in rice 


and doubtless more and better methods 
will be found as the crop goes on. Last 
year it was settled in the minds of all 
that late rice planting is unprofitable. Not 
a little loss was met by seeding when the 
season Was too far advanced. June 15 to 
June 20 seems to be the absolute dead line 
for planting. Later than that the young 
plants encounter weather that is too hot, 
and the heated water in which they must 
stand kills them. Planting at this time re- 
moves the chance of water shortages in 
which though infrequent, would 
ruction to rice not ready to drain. 

greats plantings would also make for ma- 
turity before the possibility of early rains. 
So accustomed are growers to rely on & 


dry fall that the contingency which met. 


them last year is apt to be overlooked. Yet 
even Imperial Valley cannot be proof 
against the “unusual,” and rice growers 
— ‘especial reason to realize the fact in 
1927. 

A second important finding is that seed 
must be chosen from localities not infest- 
ed with serious pests. Rice is not cultt- 
vated and hence there is an especial need 
for clean seed. A few fields last year 
found themselves infested with noxious 
weeds introduced through the seed? but 
since grain from none of these fields will 
be geaved for seeds, the experience has on- 
ly proven a good object lesson. 

Fortunately, the seed grown locally has 
been established as good and fields saved 
for seed have no weeds to hand on to an- 
other grower. Tules have been the biggest 
objection, but this plant grows less each 
year since the rice is always cut before 
the tules have a chance to seed. The tules 
have proven some little annoyance in bind- 
ing, but will also have contributed humus 
to the ground. 

A third established fact is that the small 
grained Japanese rice does better than 
the long¢ramed varieties. “Calera” ba: 
been the favorite and has been the best 
producer.

A BIG BUSINESS 


The “big business” of farming in Orange 
county is divided into 4466 units, accord:

A big corporation producing $30,000,000 to 
$40,000,000 worth of goods a year and cona- 
suming a proportionately large bill of ma- 
terials could not, of course, continue to 
operate efficiently without, definite policies 
in production and distribution. Only to a 
fair degree have Orange county’s produc- 
ers, or, for that matter, any county's, imi. 
tated the large corporation in this respect. 
The citrus, walnut, lima bean, dairy, poul- 
try, persimmon and avocado groups have 
so far emulated the principles practiced by 
progressive business, but none of these. 
have as yet reached their ultimate goal of 
efficiency. The attainment of that goal 
awaits the time when 90 to 95 per cent 
of the producers convince themselves, or 
are convinced, that the solvency ef their 
business is dependent on their own will- 
ingness to co-operate and exercise efficient

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A “Fairly Good” Year 


ANUARY is open season for agricultural 
statisticians and swivel-chair “experts” 
who, with pad and pencil, enlighten the 
American farmer on his profits and losses 
for the preceding twelve-month period. John 
Farmer, the individual, of course, just 
grunts when he reads this mass of figures 
in the newspapers or government bulletina, 
then tarns to his own bank book to see 
whether the balance calls for a new auto- 
mobile or a renewal of the mortgage on the 
ol home place. 


-Wigures, collectively, don’t mean much in 
the life of the average individual farmer, but 
they do have value as reflecting the general 
prosperity of State or nation. News 
of the $120,000,000 California citrus 
crop may be nothing but so many figures to 
the grower whose pest-infested or poorly- 
cared-for orchard has yielded but little fruit, 
and the $480,000,000 United States wheat 
crop may come as an ironic story to the 
Western Kansas farmer who prayed for rain 
and got scorching winds. 


But figures, collectively, are interesting. 
and stories of bumper crops and high pric*s 
make good news and add to the feeling of 
security which is the heritage of citizens 
of these United States. Even while some 
folks are paying taxes and dodging the in- 
stallment collector, it’s good to know that 
the crops were good and that there’s more 
money in the banks—it offers hope of bet- 
ter times ahead for everybody. It's good to 
know, also, that the bureau of agricultural 
economics of the United States Department 
of Agriculture, composed of superstatist!- 
cians, report that 1927 was a “fairly good” 
year for agriculture in all sections of tte 
country, 

The year just past brought a measure of 
recovery to the cotton belt, according to the 
final report just issued, but much of the cen- 
tral and eastern sections of the corn and 
hog region had a poor crop of corn, which 
fact, coupled with a slump in hog prices, 
left the past season a disappointing one. 
The swine industry was hit last spring by a 
market slump, especially in the European 
market, and continued through the season 
on a level of prices somewhat below the 
two previous years, That isn’t expected to 
worry California, however, for this State 


farea@ rejatively well,” says the statement. 
“Dairymen have operated with a favorable 
margin between milk and feed prices. Beef 
cattle prices have climbed steadily and cat- 
tlemen are beginning to see daylight once 
more. Sheep raisers bave now rounded out 
a six-year period of prosperity. All told, 
1927 was a year of well-balanced produc 
tion. It brought the price level of farm 
products this fall up near that of two years 
ago, which was the highest since 1920. 

“The total value of about fifty crops in 
1927, based on December 1 prices, is esti- 
mated at $8,428,626,000 compared to $7,793,- 
480,000 for the ame crops in 1926, an 
increase of $635,146,000. The greatest in. 
creases in value were: Corn $285,268,000, 
cotton $330,714,000, barley $73,890,000, and 
oats $40,694,000. The only really large de- 
crease in value was that of $113,147,000 for 
potatoes, although wheat, hay, apples, 
peaches and some other crops show decreas- 
es ranging from $10,000,000 to $30,000,000 

The Federal bureau's index of relative pur- 
chasing power of farm products, in terms of 
non-agricultural commodities, ig placed at 
91 for November, compared with an 
index of 80 for November a year ago, and 
87 two years previous. The purchasing pow- 
er of cotton in terms of all commodities was 
106 this November, against 59 in Noven- 
ber a year ago; corn 75, compared with 65° 
wheat 83, compared with 93; hay 58, com- 
pared with 74, and potatoes 90, compared 
with 134. The index for beef cattle stood 
at 101 this November, compared with $1. 
last November; hogs 82, campared with 
105; eggs 127, compared with 138: butter 
115, against 113, and wool 115, against 115, 
The five-year period, 1909 to 1914, is used as 
a base of 100. 


New President 

Hubbard Russell, president and manag- 
ing director, since its inception, of the West- 
ern Cattle Marketing Association, turned 
the reins of office over to his successors, 
P. S. Dorris of Alturas, Cal, and R. M. 
Hagen of San Francisco, on the first of the 
year. Mr. Russell retains his seat on the 
board of directors and is also a member of 
the association's advisory committee. For 
five years he was president of the Califor- 
nia Cattlemen’s Association and for three 
years president and managing director of 
the Western Cattle Marketing Association, 
now the largest cattle co-operative in the 
country. Mr. Dorris has been long in the 
cattle business, his family being pioneers 
in Northern California. The active man- 
agement of the association will be handled 
by R. M. Hagen, as managing director. Mr. 
Hagen was one of the active founders of 
the organization and has been assistant 
managing director for the past three years. 


Cold storage should be used to preserve 
fruit intended for late market rather than 
as a resting place for inferior fruit that 
should not be marketed, at least dur- 
ing the period of heavy production.

PRUNING DEMONSTRATIONS 


BEAUMONT.—County Horticultural Agent 
M. M. Winslow of Riverside is giving a se- 
ries of pruning demonstrations in Cherry 
Valley, under the direction of the Beaumont 
Farm Bureau. Peach, cherry and apricot trees 
were pruned on the ranch of A. L. Switzer, 
of the irrigation district board, in the first 
demonstration. Local farm bureau officials 
are warning against the general tendency 
on the part of growers, especially with 
peaches to prune more heavily this year than 
has been the custom. Warnings have been 
sent out from reliable sources that too 
close pruning should be avoided as. 
unless the grower resorts to heavy summer 
pruning, it will result ina very heavy growth 
of sap wood which, the following year, will 
cause a repetition of small fruit, since the 
tree cannot carry a heavy load both of 
fruit and wood. 


GRAPEFRUIT MOVING 

BRAWLEY.—More than 200 cars of grape- 
fruit will roll from Imperial Valley groves 
this season, according to present estimates. 
The Imperial Valley Citrus exchange has 
already shipped thirty-five cars, and other 
shippers are also active. Most of the grape 
fruit is graded and packed at Lamanda 
Park, where excellent storage facilities have

LARGER PEA ACREA

Be Reduced’ 


Persistent effort is again being made to induce 
Congress to enact legislation abolishing the 
extra charge made for travel in parlor and 
sleeping cars, known as the “Pullman Sur- 
charge.” 


Similar efforts have been made without suc- 
cess at previous sessions of Congress. The 
Transportation Act provides that all such 
matters shall be determined by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, and Congress has 
hitherto refused to interfere with the Com- 
mission in the performance of this duty. 


The “Surcharge” matter has repeatedly 
been considered by the Commission, which de- 
clares that it is a just and reasonable charge. 


The House Committee on Interstate Com- 
merce has said that the enactment of such a 
law would start rate-making by Congress, 
would reduce the cost of transportation for 
those best able to pay, and would either result 
in an increase in other passenger and freight 
rates, or postpone reductions in these other 
rates, particularly those on farm products. 


The “Surcharge” provides the railroads 
with 40 million dollars of revenue annually 
which they cannot afford to lose. Should they 
become able to lose it, would not farmers pre- 
fer to have the freight bill on farm products 
reduced by that amount?
